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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
Calaman [U.S. 6,294,993]. 

The Calaman reference clearly receives data from sensors, monitors the data for 
events and provides selective notice of potential threats from the user. 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Young [U.S. 5,196,825] monitors the location of a person using a receiver. 

Daddono [U.S. 5,457,440] teaches a system for identification and alarm. 

Piatt et al [U.S. 5,634,468] obtains physiological data from a patient and 
transmits it to monitoring equipment. 

Hoffman et al [U.S. 5,742,233] comprises a portable signaling unit for personal 
security. 

Pirie et al [U.S. 5,881 ,021] contains a sonic alarm transducer for an alarm. 
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Thornblad [U.S. 6,285,289] incorporates a silent security alarm feature. 
Zhang [U.S. 6,456,261] is mounted on a helmet for infrared imaging. 
Richman [U.S. 6,894,617] teaches wearable security guard apparatus.
